family dispute at 12:07 a.m. on 
Thursday, March 8. 

The dispute was between a 
South Branch Township man 
and his son, Wakefield said. 

While Deputies Conrad 
Niederhouse and Chase Barnett 
were investigating the incident, 
the man went into cardiac arrest 
and collapsed. 

“They were talking with the 
guy, and he just kind of fell 
over,’ said Wakefield. 

The deputies started CPR and 
got an Automated External 
Defibrillator (AED), a device 
used to shock a person’s heart to 
restore a regular heart beat, from 
the patrol car. 

Deputies used the defibrillator 
to revive the man. Personnel 
from Mobile Medical Response 
arrived a short time later and 
helped stabilize the man. He was 
taken to the the emergency room 
at Mercy Hospital Grayling, and 
later transported to the Munson 
Hospital in Traverse City. 

“The initial action of the 
deputies saved this man’s life - 
there is no doubt in my mind,” 
Wakefield said. “ft was just like 
being in the hospital. They gave 
him a jump start, and got him 
going again.” 

Niederhouse and Barnett will 
be recognized by the sherift's 
department administration with 
a life saving award, which 
include a certificate and a patch 
they will wear on their uniforms.

House leaders suggest cutting own spending 


almost $80,000 a year for all 110 house 


members and 38 senators. 

On top of that are certain add-ons 
depending on assignments within the 
legislature. Leadership roles including 
committee chairs receive a bit more, as 
do party caucus leaders. 

It’s probably not legally possible to 
cut the base pay level once it has been 
set, but nothing would prohibit lawmak- 
ers from returning at least part of that 
$80,000 to the state treasury to help 
make state government ends meet. 
That’s not a popular idea with most law- 
makers. 

* * * 

SEVERAL OTHER savings are pro- 
posed, including requiring house mem- 
bers and employees to increase their 
share of health care premiums, laying 
off a handful of house employees, leav- 
ing empty some unfilled staff jobs, and 
banning use of state funds for out of 
state travel. 

Present legislators will continue to be 
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guaranteed free health coverage after 
age 55 for themselves and their families 
after only six years of service in the leg- 
islature. But this rather substantial perk 
would be denied to newly elected house 
members, saving future dollars. 

Speaker Andy Dillon explained the 
state constitution will not permit remov- 
ing free health coverage for current law- 
makers because it’s. already been 
promised. That apparently applies to 
pay levels, too. 

For comparison, state employees must 
work for 30 years and be 55 or older 
before receiving free health care bene- 
fits after leaving state government. 

Republicans who control the senate 
have not come up with senate reduc- 
tions, but the minority leaders indicate 
senate Democrats also favor a 5 percent 
cut, 

* *  ® 

ALL IN ALL, belt-tightening ‘in the 
legislature doesn’t amount to big bucks, 
considering the size of the shortfalls fac- 


ing the state. 

Eliminating base pay io all 148 state 
legislators, for example, would save 
about $11.5 million, and balancing the 
budget by September 30 will take about 
$900 million. 

But the legislature should set.a good 
example of belt-tightening, not only for 
other state agencies and departments, 
but for the public as well. 

As long as even one state agency — in 
this case, the legislature — carries on its 
own business as if nothing is wrong, 
how can our state leaders convince the 
taxpayers who are paying the bills that 
state government’s financial crisis is s real 
and requires action?

State now issuing onsite 
licenses for some occupations 


Michigan Department of 
Labor & Economic Growth 
Director Robert W. Swanson 
announced that the state is now 
issuing onsite licenses for cos- 
metologists, manicurists, 
estheticians, electrologists, nat- 
ural hair culturists and barbers 
and is adding three other 
Bureau of Commercial 
Services occupations in the 


Near future. 


Real estate brokers, salesper- 
sons, and real estate appraisers 
occupations are expected to 
begin the onsite licensing 
process beginning in 2007. 
Research is being conducted on 
including the following occupa- 
tions: residential builders, 
salesperson (for residential 
builder), !4 maintenance and 
alternation trade contractor 
license types, collection agency 
manager, hearing aid dealer or 
salesperson, personnel agent, 
polygraph examiner, and secu- 
rity alarm system contractor. 

“Onsite licensing has been so 
well-received by the state’s cos- 
metologists and barbers that the 
program is being expanded to 
include several other occupa- 


tions,’ Swanson said. “The 
advantage of onsite licensing is 
that applicants who pass their 
state examinations can walk out 
the door with a license and start 
their new careers the very next 
day. We’ve eliminated the red 
tape of requiring licensees to 
wait for a letter from the state to 
arrive by mail to start a new job 
and begin earning a paycheck.” 

The first candidate in the 
state of Michigan to receive an 
onsite license was Nikita Petitt, 
of Petoskey, who graduated 
from the Up North School of 
Cosmetology II and was able to 
start her new job immediately 
after receiving her license. 
Petitt used the MyLicense web- 
site (www.Michigan.gov/myli- 
cense) to apply for her license 
prior to taking her licensing 
examinations. She was 
required to take and pass her 
Practical examination before 
being eligible to take her 
Theory examination. After 
successfully completing her 
Theory exam, she received her 
state license before ever leaving 
the examination site thus mak- 
ing her employable the minute 


she left that day. 

DLEG’s Bureau of 
Commercial Services Testing 
and Licensing staff partnered 
with PSI (Psychological 
Services, Inc.) to develop and 
administer licensing exathina- 
tions. 

Onsite Licensure became a 
possibility with the advent of 
the MyLicense program. 
MyLicense allows licensure 
candidates to complete the 
license application process 
online, prior to taking the 
licensing examinations. The 
use of MyLicense and_ the 
issuance of onsite licenses are 
estimated to serve 19,156 new 
cosmetologist, barber, real 
estate, and real estate appraiser 
licensees per year. 
Approximately 6,357 addition- 
al licensees will be affected as 
other professions are added in 
2007. 

The new onsite license con- 
tains the individual’s color 
photo, name, address, signa- 
ture, license number, and expi- 
ration date. It is designed to be 
similar to a driver’s license, as 
it is pocket-sized and durable.

ORVs on road shoulders? No 
way, road commissioners say

Off-road vehicle (ORV) enthu- 
siasts may be able to drive on the 
shoulders of Michigan roads this 
summer, much to the chagrin of 
many county road commissioners. 

A pending bill would allow 
counties north of M-46 to decide 
individually whether to allow 
ORVs on the shoulders of their 
roads, said Rep. David Palsrok, R- 
Manistee, a co-sponsor. 

M-46 stretches east-west across 
the state between Port Sanilac on 
Lake Huron and Muskegon on 
Lake Michigan. 

It's a@ move to attract more 
tourism to Michigan, satd Palsrok. 

Currently, ORVs can legally 
operate on private land and desig- 
nated trails, but not on public 
roads of any kind, said Gerald 
Peterson, manager of the Manistee 
County Road Commission.

financial pressure on road com- 
missions though, he warned. 

County boards of commission- 
ers would have the power to 
decide whether to allow such ORV 
use, but road commissions would 
still have to maintain the affected 
roads, Peterson said. 

In Michigan, the roads are in the 
jurisdiction of road commissions, 
and that bill would bypass them at 
the decision-making stage, he 
said. 

"This legislation is borderline 
illegal,” Peterson said. ; 

Palsrok said the point of the leg- 
islation is to allow counties to 


choose for themselves whether to 


authorize such use. 

"It gives the locals the ability to 
choose," he said. "It can hopefully 
be a collaborative local decision." ’ 

Rep. Joel Sheltrown, D-West 
Branch, is the chief sponsor. Co- 
sponsors include Reps. Tom 
Casperson, R-Escanaba; Darwin 
Booher, R-Evart; Kevin 
Elsenheimer, R-Bellaire: Tim 
Moore, R-Farwell,; Matthew 
Gillard, D-Alpena; and Rick 
Shaffer, R-Three Rivers. 

The County Road Association 
of Michigan has already talked to 
several county commissions about 
its concerns, said Ed Noyola, the 
group's deputy director. 

"We're extremely concerned 
about it," Noyola said. "Those 
ORVs would tear up a road, shoul- 
der or ditch rather quickly." 

Peterson said road commissions 
would have to pay for new signs, 
maintenance and safety-related 
changes. "I don't think we can 
afford to keep up with this with the 
economy where it is right now." 

It would cost Manistee County 
around $15,000 more a year for 
such expenses, Peterson said. 

The bill would allow road com- 
missions to get half the fines for 
ORV violations, he Said, “but 
there's no way there's going to be 


$30,000 worth of fines," in his 
county. 
Under the proposal, ORVs 


would be allowed to go no more 
than 25 mph. By 2010, allORVs 
would need working head and tail- 
lights, Palsrok said. 

Counties that adopt the law 
could designate up to 30 percent 
of their roads as ORV-free, Palsrok 
said. 

The bill is awaiting action in the 
House Committee on Tourism, 
Outdoor Recreation and Natural 
Resources.
